, Riga Abandoned, 
LONDON, Sept. 3.—Riga, Russia's 
important port on the Gulf of Riga, is 
in the hands of the Germans and its 
garrisons and civilian population are 
in retreat eastward. 

Following up rapidly the advantage 
they gained in driving the Russians 
across the Dvina river on both sides of 
Kull last Saturday, the Germans threw 
bridges across the stream and soon 
were on the heels of the former de-| 
fenders, some of whom offered resist- 
ance, but others of whom showed the 
white feather, giving the invaders no! 
trouble in marching up the eastern! 
bank of the Dyina toward Riga, fifteen 
flfés distant. “Seetng the disaffection 
and the inability to stem the tide of; 
the advance, the Russian commander 
ordered an evacuation. 

With the falling back of the Rus- 
sians from the city proper and the ad- 
vance of the Germans northward 
along both sides of the stream, the} 
Russians still defending around Deh- 
len, seemingly are in danger of being |

Devastating Country 
Behind them the Russians in, their 
retreat from Riga are leaving the 
country in waste, burdning villages 
and farms.

On none of the other fronts have;

Throughout the entire theatre ar-

Advices from the Italian embassy 
in Washington are to the effect that 
along the front of the present offen- | 
sive the Austrians have lost more than 
128,000 men. Reports from Udine, 
Italy, give the Austrian losses as one- 
third of the first line army.

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, Sept. 3.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—-The reappearance 
of fine weather along the _ British} 
front has quickened the fighting line.

Laurentians, 
Mayor and Posse Follows. 
A posse was sworn wut by

known pedestrians. When ordered to 
;explain their presence there, two of 
the strangers fled across the fields, 
firing at the officers with their re-| 
volvers, and the third man, declared | 
now to be Leduc, made off to the riv- 
er.

| him a shot rang out and he was found 
}on the point of expiring. 

Leduc, or Handfield, was a former 
member of the 69th battalion as a 
| private and was promoted to the rank 
of sergeant. He deserted at 
jtier. He was sentenced to St. Vin- 
jcent de Paul penitentiary for two 
|years, but after having served only 
ja few months he was allowed out on 
| ticket-of-leave, 

Came of Good Family. 

He came of a good family and had 

influential friends in this province. His 


companion in crime, Monette, alias 
Girard, was also a member of the 
69th and trained at Valcartier. Both 


men were addicted to cocaine. 

Elie Lalumiere, the young anti-con- 
scriptionist speaker who has assisted 
the authorities in ferreting out the 
criminals implicated in the attempt to 
murder Lord Atholstan and his fam- 
ily at Cartiersville, has confessed, so 
it is stated, that Leduc and Monette 
had planned to murder a prominent 
citizen of Montreal, but Lalumiere se- 
cretly removed the cartridge from 
their revolvers, just prior to their 
setting out on their murderous mis- 
sion.

their affairs, even temporarily. 


Taken completely by surprise, 
as the public were, the situation 
has been met with a minimum of 
hardship to the individual and of 
disturbance to business and social 
affairs. Hundreds of people have 
re-discovered during the past few 
days that they have feet, and that 


their homes have the unsuspected | 


advantage of being located within 
practicable walking distance of 
the heart of the city. Aiso that 
there are worse things in life than 
u walk down town and back, and 
that it is debatable if being shut 
up in a poorly ventilated car is not 
one of them. 


And any doubt about the num- 
ber of automobiles in the city, or 
the adaptability of the motor car 
to the business of carrying passen- 
gers, has surely been set at rest. 
Though the tie-up came without 
warning, though the by-law re- 
stricting jitney operation is still 
in force, and though there is ex- 
pectation that the street ears will 
start again shortly, the automobile 
has been pressed into service and 


has responded in a way worth tak. | 


ing note of. Its adaptability to 
handling the traffic which really 
needs accommodation has been 
strikingly shown.

The suddenness with which the 
tie-up was imposed obscured the 
cause of it, and unquestionably

Today is the anniversary of two of the most important victories 
f Frank Gotch, the greatest of American wrestling champions.

mat artists. Gotch met the veteran in Butte, Mont., and quickly 
demonstrated that all the cleverness and generalship of the once 
mighty Carkeek were insufficient. On Sept 4, 1911, four years after 
his bout with Carkeek, Gotch was pitted for a second time against 
Hackenschmidt, who had disputed the Hawkeye man's claim to the 
world’s championship. This bout was pulled off in a Chicago base- 
ball park before the biggest wrestling crowd in American mat his- 
tory. It was a brief contest brief that some insisted that it 
had be@n fixed—but there is no reason to doubt that Gotch's speedy 
victory was the honest fruit of superior strength, science and skill. 
The Russian Livn was only a cub in“Gotch’s hands, and he never

Napoleor Lajoie, the grand old Frenchman, who is now man- 
ager of the Toronto club of the International League, will celebrate 
his forty-second birthday tomorrow.
